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The Need of a 


Revival 


“Wilt thou not revive us again: that thy people 
may rejoice in thee?”—Psa 85:6. 
By the Late DR. W. B. RILEY 


Very generally in our country districts, and to a great 
extent in the city as well, the autumn and winter months are 
expected to be the months of harvest in spiritual things. Pro- 
tracted meetings multiply in the churches; revivals are 
sought by many and enjoyed by some, and the period is one 
that repeats in some measure the history of Pentecost, for 
there are “added daily” to the churches “such as should be 


saved” (Acts 2:47). 


Some people object to what we 
call “a revival.” They regard the 
very term as composing a con- 
dition of unusual excitement, pro- 
duced mainly by an appeal to the 
emotions of men, and destined to 
end in little or no lasting good. 
There may be some cause for com- 
plaint at this point. If revival 
is only a magical appeal to the 
feeling of men and comes in conse- 
quence of human effort or oratory, 
and not by the power of the Spirit,

it results in fanatica] excitement, 
transient professions and news- 
paper “puffs:” few sinners are 
saved, and no saints are refreshed. 

But, after all, it remains true 
that the revival state is the only 
normal one for a church, and in- 
stead of trying at certain seasons 
to get up a revival, Christians 
ought to so live that a revival will 
be coming down from Heaven, like 
the snows and rains, through the 
entire season. Our noblest 
churches have illustrated the pos- 
sibility of this, Witness the ex- 
perience long ago of Spurgeon’s 
Tabernacle; Tremont Temple, Bos- 
ton; the Baptist Temple, New 
York; the Auditorium Temple, Low 
Angeles; the Atlanta Tabernacle; 
the First Presbyterian of Seattle. 
Witness my own church, and 
of kindred spirit. The 
methods of the pastors of these 
churches were often criticised; 
but any man, or set of men, who 
enjoy an unusual blessing, are as 
certain to be the subjects of ad- 
verse remark as Christ Himself 
was. 


One who loves souls, however, 
and longs to see them saved will 
be willing to pay the price; and we 
hope in these addresses to stimu- 
late that evangelistic spirit which

AND THE NAPKIN

“Then cometh Simon Peter following him, and went into 
the sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, And the napkin, 
that was about his head, not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by itself” (John 20:6, 7). 

The three words which form my subject may seem very 
incidental, but I am constrained to believe that a careful ex- 
amination of the circumstances involved will reveal some 


striking testimony relative to 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


In this message 1 want to lead 
you from the cross, the place of a 
skull, to the open tomb where 
the body of.our Lord had been 
laid and from which it rose in 
glory. As we behold the scenes 
“outside the 
camp’’ where Jesus hung a dying 
victim upon the cross, we will be 
compelled to say with the centur- 
ion as he spake of Him, “Truly 
this was the Son of God.” No 
death has ever been witnessed 
like the death of our Lord. When 
He died the temple veil was torn 
from top to bottom, the rocks were 
rent asunder and graves were 
flung wide open. ! 


During His awful agony the sun 
had hid its face so that midnight 
darkness ensued. The various ut- 
terances from the cross had been 
heard, and finally the Saviour 
yielded up His spirit. He- had 
died, and now disposition must be 
made of that sacred body. Two 
men came to claim the body, 
namely, Joseph and Nicodemus, 
both numbered among his friends. 
The body was not taken to the 
home of either of these men nor 
to a public morgue. It was buried 
soon after it had been taken from 
the cross and all that was done 
in relation to it was in strict ac- 
cordance with the law. In the 
moments preceding the burial the 
body was properly prepared. After 
the manner of the Jews, it was 
wound around with linen, with 
spices and ointment mingled with 
the linen for the purpose of Tre- 
tarding decomposition. The 
Greeks cremated the body and 
the Egyptians embalmed it but 
the Jews did only as I have indi- 
cated. . 

Hints of the Jewish. method of 
burial are seen in various portions 
of the New Testament. Refer- 
ring to the death of Ananias we 
read, “And the young men arose, 
wound him up, and carried him 
out, and huried him” (Acts 5:6). 
“Then said-Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath 
she kept this’ (John 12:7). Mary 
had anointed Him with “a pound 


the resurrection of our Lord 


of ointment of spikenard, very 
costly.” One of the disciples had 
complained and the Lord answered 
him by telling of her faith, and 
mentioning a custom in connec- 
tion with burial. We read of the 
Same custcm in connection with 
the visit of the women to the 
tomb, “Now upon the first day 
of the week, very early in the 
morning, they came unto the 
sepulchre, bringing the _ spices 
which they had prepared, and cer- 
tain others with them” (Luke 
24:1). In John 19:39 we learn 
that there was brought about one 
hundred pounds of spices for use 
if necessary. 


It was the custom of the clos- 
est relative to close the eyes of 
the deceased and also to shut the 
mouth and tie a napkin around 
the head to hold the jaws in place. 
A napkin had been placed around 
the head of Jesus, After this He 
was taken for burial on a long 
board or litter and then placed on 
a stone ledge in the tomb. In the 
case of Jesus, the tomb was se- 
curely fastened and a i watch 


placed in front of it. His enemies

I once heard a man say 
that he was more concerned about 
the beautiful life ‘of Jesus than 
with the gory sights which clus- 
tered about His death. So far as 
he was concerned that part of the 
Bible story might be omitted. We 
must remember our salvation be- 
gins at the cross and not at the 
cradle of Bethlehem. The hope 
ef forgiveness for any soul stems 
out of the fact that He actually 
died. God could not be satisfied 
with anything less than the ac- 
tual death of Jesus as a payment 
for the sins of men. The death 
of Jesus was not an illusion nor 


a delusion. 
Jesus died according to the 
Scriptures. This is the constant 


emphasis of the Word of God. 
There was no trance about it. He 
died just as the Bible declares. 
He died according to the will of 
God. It could not have been oth- 
erwise, He,died that God might 
remain just and at the same time 
justify the ungodly. His death 
was a marvelous demonstration 
of the love of God for a poor per- 
ishing world. 


Let us never get away from the 
truth that Jesus died according 
to the needs of men. Nothing 
less than His death could avail 
for poor perishing sinners. The 
example of His life was beyond us. 
None of us could possibly meas- 
ure up to it. The only way to meet 
the just wrath of God toward 
wicked men was to meet it Him- 
self and this He did. “For when 
we were yet without strength, in 
due time Christ died for the un- 
godly” (Rom. 5:6). Then in Ro- 
mans 5:8 it is to read how “Christ 
died for us.”. He bare our sins in 
His own body on the tree. Jesus 
died as a sinner; He died between 
sinners and was buried as a sin- 
ner. The napkin of which we are 
studying was a grave cloth. It 
was a thing that belonged to the 
grave and to death, and it bears 
striking testimony to our hearts 
that He died for us. 

Further consideration of 
bit of cloth is to note that 


It Bears Testimony That 
Jesus Himself Had Come 
to Life 

We read in the seventh verse 
ef the twentieth chapter of John 
how the napkin was “wrapped 
together in a place by itself.” I 
do not believe this would have 
been done if the body of Jesus 
had been stolen as some might 
claim. There would have been no 
time for this. The Lord Himself 
folded that napkin. It was the 
work of His own hands as He had 
come back to life. It was folded 
neatly ang in a place by itself. 
Was not this characteristic of 
Jesus ? 

Our Lord was never in a hurry. 
He didn’t have to be. All of time 
belonged to Him as well as 
eternity. After word had come to 
Him that Lazarus was nigh unto 
death, He didn’t rush over to the 
place where His sick friend was. 
He tarried two whole days before 
going. On the way to heal a man’s 
daughter who was in a desperate 

condition, He stopped to deal with 
a woman who had touched the 
hem of His garment. So on this 
momentous occasion, His blessed 
traits are wonderfully in evidence. 
Just as He was always calm under 
all conditions, even in the hour of 
Hig death, we find Him so in the 

and might of resurrection. 

In His earthly ministry the Lord 
Jesus was always orderly. I doe 
not believe He was ever untidy 
and careless. When it was time 


this 
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to feeq the five thousand men, be- 


sides women and children, they 
were not seated as a confused 


mass of people. He directed them 


to be seated in companies. When 
He sent forth His disciples, He 
carefully commanded and _in- 


structed them. All was done with 


deliberation and _ discrimination. 
this napkin was not thrown to one 
Side as if it were merely inci- 
dental; but according to His 
nature and the custom of His life, 
the tomb that He was about to 
leave was left in orderly fashion. 
Is it any wonder then that John 
Saw and believed? How could it 
have been otherwise ? 

As I contemplate further all that 
is suggested by the folded napkin 
I find that 


It Bears Testimony That: 
Jesus’. Resurrection Was 
Physical 

I am sure that actual physical 
hands folded that napkin. They 
were the very hands which only a 
Short time before had been cruelly 
pierced with great spikes to hold 
then firmly to the accursed 
cross. The grave clothes were left 
like a chrysalis. Jesus slipped out 
of them with the greatest ease be- 
cause He could not be bound by 
natural law. We have every reason 
to believe that our blessed Saviour 
rose physically as well as spirit- 
ually from the dead. Modernism 
rejects this truth. Many a 
modernist declares that our Lord 
did not rise out of the tomb in a 


ah 


literal sense at all but the Bible 
says He did, 


In spite of the fact that so many 
feel the Old Testament does not 


teach the truth of resurrection, 
one of the most glorious of the 
Messianic Psalms so declares, be- 
cause we read in Psalms 16:10, 
“For thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell; neither wilt thoy suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption.” 
The latter portion of this text is 
a direct prophecy of His physical 
urrection, 


Jesus clearly taught that He 
would rise physically for we read 
of it in John 2:18-22, “Then 
answered the Jews and said unto 
him, What sign showest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these 
things? Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it 
up. Then saiq the Jews, Forty 
and six years was this temple in 
building, and wilt thou rear it 
up in three days? But he spake 
of the temple of his body. When 
therefore he was risen from the 
dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this unto them; 
and they believed the Scripture, 
and the word which Jesus had 
said." The Pharisees never for- 
got these words and it accounts 
for the fact that the tomb was 
sealed so tightly and a guard was 
placed before it. 


Our Master gave a_ personal 
demonstration of His physical 
resurrection when He challenged 
His disciples to handle Him and 
see that it was He Himself who 
stood before them. He drew at- 
tention to His hands and His feet 
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My friends, I think all of 
you will be greatly impressed 
by a letter I received a few 
days ago. It says: “Enclosed 
you will find a check for forty 
dollars. This its for your col- 
lege building fund. My mother 
was buried this week and in- 
stead of buying a canopy of 
flowers for her casket, I am 
devoting it to the Lord’s work.

The Revival Necessity 

We do not need to argue the 
necessity of a revival. 

The condition of your heart, 
perhaps, with its cry unto God for 
a larger life> is sufficient con- 
viction of that need. 

The absolute deadness of many 
of our churches, the lack of deep 
interest in others and the feeble 
life of even the better ones speak 
this same revival necessity. 

First of all, then, the necessity 
is one of our own souls. It is a 
blesseq fact that when one is born 
of God he is never quite satisfied 
with that coldness and indifference 
with which Satan constantly seeks 
to compass him about. He is 
never quite satisfied unless he be- 
lieves himself to be on the up- 
grade, growing in grace. 

We @re often told now that we 
have nothing to do with the past, 
but each day should bring us _a 
better experience, and we should 
dwell upon and live in that; and 
that is true! And yet, what should 
be, often is not; and there are men, 
not a few, who have seen better 
times in spiritual things than they 
today experience, and all such are 
likely to cry with David for re- 
vival.

A saved man is never satisfied 
with that cold condition in which 
he knows little or nothing of the 
presence of his God. i 

The necessity is no less one of 
the very life of our churthes. Dr. 
Gordon did not speak too strongly 
when he said, ‘Ecclesiastical 


corpses lie all about us. The 
caskets in which they repose are 
lined with satin. They = are 
decorated with solid silver handles 
and abundant flowers; and, like 
other caskets, they are just large 
enough for their oceupants, with 
no room for. strangers. These 
churches have died of respecta- 
bility and been embalmed in self- 
complacency, and if by the grace 
of God our church is alive, let us 
be warned to use our opportunity, 
or the feet of them that buried her 
sisters will be at the door and will 
carry her out.” . 
When I was pastor in Chicago, 
three pastors of the three largest 
churches of the south side were 
together. One of them, a man of 
holy fervour, and of the Spirit's 
favour, unbosomed his heart, and 
pleaded with his people and the 
people of the other two congrega- 
tions for a Christianity worthy the 
name, a Church that was alive, 
and a seeking of souls that should 
mean salvation. At the close of 
the service, when these three 
pastors sat together, the other two 
said to my friend, “Unless some 
such revival comes to_ these 
churches, there is no _ longer 
occasion for their existence.” 


When I study the state of re- 
ligion in our churches, I cry with 
David, ‘“‘Wilt thou. not revive us 
again: that thy people may re- 
joice in thee?” (Psa. 85:6). 

Everywhere today, unsettled 
pastors are asking, What is the 
trouble in the churches? and 
distracted factions are wondering 
why they .cannot agree and see 
God's work go on; and the simple 
answer is, There is no spiritual 
life enough to make possible the 
satisfaction of a true pastor, not 
even enough to save the institu- 
tion itself from dissolution. 

The Condition of a True 

Revival 

So far.as we are wrong we must 
face about. The psalmist under- 
stood that necessity, but made 
mistake in getting right. He 


prayed, “Turn us, God of our 


salvation” (Psa. 85:4), whereas 
he should have turned himself. 
God's call is: ‘Turn ye, turn ye.” 

We are not wax figures, to be 
turnea by some sort of machinery. 
We are sentient souls in  pos- 
session of every motive power that 
controls conduct and determines 
character, and when we want to 
be right, we must face about. .The 
conditions of revival have not 
changed since Solomon’s time. God 
said then, in answer to Solomon's 
prayer at the dedication of the 
Temple, “If I shut up heaven that 
there be no rain, or if I command 
the locusts to devour the land, or 
if I seng pestilence among my 
people; If my people, Which are 
called b¥ my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land” 
(II Chron. 7:13, 14). 

Humility! Prayer! Supplica- 
tion! Reformation! - These are 
the conditions of revival; and, if 
we are to see the revival, we must 
meet them. 

But I am not sure that God de- 
mands of every member of a 
church such facing about before 
He puts His favour upon the 
other members. On the contrary, 
revivals often begin with the im- 
portunate souls and spread from 
them to those less interested. 

It is told that the first night 
after Father Chiniquy was con-

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He said in Luke 19:10. What did 


then. It cost just as much to 
keep you out of Hell as to keep 
Paul the apostle out of Hell. You 
are worth as much to God; you 
cost as much, God has just as 
much invested in you as He has 
in any missionary in Africa or 
China. You belong to God, lock, 
stock and barrel. If any boy or 
girl here ever says, “I believe I 
would like to do so and so,” with- 
out consulting God, then you are 
sinning. What you like is not 
the question to be settled. The 
question is: what does God like? 
If you are a Christian, if you an, 
saved, you do not have any more 
to say about this matter, except 
to find what God wants you to do. 

And every Christian has that 
Same obligation. It is not the 
kind of thing about which one 
can say, “Well, I believe I would 
like better to be a lawyer,” or “I 
would like to be a businessman 
and make lots of money,” or “I 
would like to be a scientist,” or 
“I would like to be an author.” 
Never mind what you like. Are 
you saved? Well, if you are 
saved, then that ought to settle 
this matter. You belong to Jesus 
Christ, you have no right to your 
own way. And if you are honest 
—if you are not a dirty. cheat— 
you are going to say, “Jesus 
Christ, You can have me. Just 
show me what to do and I’ll try 
to do it. I belong to You, I 
don’t have any right to my way. 
Have Thine own way, Lord; have 
Thine own way.” Every honest 
Christian has to come to that 
place. And if you have not come 
to that place, you are a _ back- 
slider, you are a rebel, you are 
not in the will of God. You are 
not a good Christian if you have 
not come to the place where you 
can say: “The Lord can have me. 
He can have me to live or to 
die. He can have me to be poor 
or to be rich. He can have me to 
be loved or to be hated. He can 
have me to be happy or to be 
miserable. But He can have me, I 
am His. I have no right to my own 
way.” So then every Christian 
has to face the thing alike. 

Preachers are saved just as 
everybody else is saved. We have 
the same problem to face. You 
belong to Jesus Christ... You do 
not have any right to your own 
way. You are a dirty cheat, you 
are robbirig God of ‘what’ He has 
a right to have—your love and de- 
votion and surrender—if you do 
not say, “Jesus Christ, You just 
tell me what to do and I'll do it. 
I belong to You. You have bought 
me. I am purchased with’ a price 
too great for me to ever have my 
own away about it. You can 
have me.” 


With the Lord Jesus the Sal- 
vation of Souls Is Ab- 
solutely First 

Every Christian, alike, must 
face another thing, and that is 
this: we know what Christ wants 
most in ail the world. Stop and 
think a little bit and it is not hard 
to know what Christ wants.” He 
looked on that great multitude 
and had compassion on them.

I’m will- 
ing to teach them. I'm _ will- 
ing to die for them.

call. “Oh, to go to China! How 
they need in China somebody to 
preach the gospel, somebody to 
win souls! Won’t you go?” he 
pleaded. He said, “If you'll give 
up yourself to go to China, I want 
you to come here and take my 
hand.” And a girl fifteen years 
old came down the aisle weeping 


and said, “I'll go, Daddy.” , 
He said, “Josephine, I didn’t 
mean you, darling; I didn’t. mean 
you!” 


It is a pretty hard business, but 
you had better face it. If God 
wants anybody to go and if you 
ought to pray for God to send 
somebody, then you ought to say, 
“Lord, do You want me to go?” 
Is it an honest prayer when you 
pray for souls to be saved but 
say, “Lord, I'm too busy; I don’t 
want to go’’?: Is it an honest 
prayer when you say, “Lord, I 
Wish You would send great re- 
Vivals, but I don’t want 40 be an 
evangelist” ? Is it an honest 
thing to pray, “O God, save many, 
many souls,” unless you are willing 
to give yourself up to winning 
souls? Every Christian has to 
face that, don’t you see? Oh, 
then, let’s pray, “God send soul 
winners!” And let’s pray, “Lord, 
send me!” 

Every Christian Should Put 

Soul- -Winning First 

The next point is: certainly 
every Christian here ought to 
setU out to make soul winning the 
main business. 

‘Not averynony can be pastor 
of a church. “Some of us have 
tO ‘work for a living,” as a busi- 
nessman told me some time ago. 
He ought to follow me around a 
while! His ears would be drag- 
ging in the mud before long and 
he would find out that there is 
work besides that in banks and 
in stores. But some people can- 
not spend all their time in that. 
Some people have to farm. Some 
people have to work in factories. 
Some people have to run _ busi- 


nesses. Some. people ought to 
take places in public .séfvice™ in 
\the~ nation’s...government, © etc. 


Nevertheless—no mattér whether 
you are a farmer or a lawyer or 
a physician or something else—the 
first aim of every Christian ought 
to be to win souls. 

Every Christian can win souls. 
If he can win one, he ought to 
win one. If he can win ten, he 
ought to win ten. If he can win 
a hundred, he ought to win a 
hundred. If he can do it one day 
out of a week, he ought to do it 
that one day. If he has to work 
seven days in the week to make 
a living, he still ought to do what 
he can to win souls, personally, to 
Christ. And if he can someway 
trust the Lord for support, can 
get in open doors and profitably 
for God spend full time in the 
gospel work, with God’s_ clear 
blessing on it, he should be in full- 
time Christian work. But soul- 
winning must be first with conse- 
crated Christians. If you do not 
do all you can to win souls, you 
are a disobedient Christian. 
Every Christian ought to win 
souls. 

Somebody asks, “Should I be a 
preacher?” I do not know. But 
you can find out. The way to find 
out is to go on through the open 
doors and say, “Lord, I will go 
as far as You let me.” 

When I left the ranch home out 
in west Texas to go to college 
I said, “Lord, I don’t know what | 
You want me to be. Maybe You 
will let me be a preacher. Maybe 
You will want me for a gospel 
singer. Maybe You will want me, 
to be a college teacher. I do not 
know. But You can have me. I 
will give the tithe and offerings. 
I will set out to live for You; 
then You just show me the rest 
of it and I'll do it. I do not yet 
know all You want me to do.” 

Nobody here has to decide to- 
day whether you are going to 
be a missionary in Africa or 
China or somewhere else; it is 
not time to go yet. But at least 
you ought to be able to say, “Lord 
Jesus, You can have me, lock, 
stock, and barrel. When you say, 
‘Go,’ I'll go; and when You tell 


| me where, I'll plan to go there.”’ 
The surrender part, the yes. can 
come now. 
sealed orders, can come later. But 
honest Christians have to say yes 
to God, ang soul winning is the 
main thing to which every Chris- 
tian should give himself. 

How to Know Whether God 
Wants You for Full-Time 
Work: First Offer 
Yourself 

How can I know. whether God 
wants me to go full time into 
.Christian service? Well, there are 
two or three things to go by. 
One is, you will have to go by 
faith. God wants people like 
Isaiah. In the sixth chapter of 
Isaiah the Scripture says: 

“In the year that King Uzgziah 
died I saw also the Lord sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, 
and his train filled the temple. 
Above it stood the seraphims: 
each one had six wings; with twain 
he covered his face, and with 
twain he covered his feet. and 
with tw#in he did fly. And one 
cried unto another, and 
Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts: the whole earth is full of 
his glory. And the posts of the 
door moved at the voice of him 
that cried, and the house was 
filled with smoke. Then said I, 
Woe is me! for I am undone; 
because I am a man of unclean 
lips, and I dwell in the midst of 
a people of unclean lips: for mine 
eyes have seen the King, the 
Lord of hosts. Then flew one of

Our first thought about salva- 
tion is that we are saved from 
Hell. Yes ,that is true, but you 
only begin to live. No man be- 
gins to live until he igs a Christian, 
Religion was intended to produce 
and promote the highest possible 
degree of human happiness in the 
world. No man is fit for Heaven 
until he is a Christian. Multitudes 
of people just exist. They do not 
live because they are not Chris-

You cannot determine anything 
about Hell by scientific investiga- 
tion. A man who Steals does not 
believe in prison. Whether or not 
there is a Hell is a question which 
the church, by virtue of its exist- 
ence, can settle in but one way.

You 
have to take it with the fact that 
in every community there is a 
class of people who seek to 
eliminate from the Bible’ that 
which is not pleasant for them to 
receive, and they seem to think 
that because they don’t believe a 
thing, that releases them from 
any necessity of believing and 
makes them immune from the 
punishment consequent upon the 
kind of a life they live in a life 
of unbelief. 

If Hell is not eternal, then 
Heaven not everlasting. The 
God who said “eternal damnation,” 
said “eternal heaven.” Whether 
or not there is a Hell is a question 
which the church, by virtue of 
her existence, can answer in but 
one way. “He that believeth on 
him is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready.”’ Never mind how you are 
e0ing to be damned.

get training that God cannot use, 
or marry in their own will and 
then are laid aside.

No, you 
are going to have to be willing to 
pay the price by letting God have 
His way if you are going to be 
used in Christian service.

There may be other modes of 
punishment which would be as 
excruciating to you as_ burning. 
There may be. Suppose this: Sup- 
posing I saw an assassin lean his 
ladder up against the house and 
Stealthily enter the roomp where 
my children were sleeping, and in 
his hand a long, razor-like dirk, 
and he is about to pierce that into 
thé heart of those I loved dearer 
than my own life. Supposing I 
Can stand here and look upon the 
scene. I cannot warn them. But 
supposing someone would say to 
me, and I could absolutely believe 
them: “Pull off your shoes and 
stockings and waik on these burn- 
ing coals and that will secure for 
you the life of your wife and 
children.’”” Show me the man who 
would hesitate a minute. The 
mental agony through which he 
would pass would be a thousand- 
fold more than the physica] suf- 
fering he would endure in walking 
over those burning coals. 

There might be other means 
of punishment, I say, which would 
be as excruciating to you as burn- 
ing. Never mind; God says you 
will be damned. 

Wonder of wonders to me is the 
plan of salvation. It is so won- 
derful that no man, with the 
greatest mind the world has ever 
known, has ever yet been able to 
master it ,and it is so plaih that 
boys and girls can and do accept 
it and are saved. 

Paul meant to teach in his letter 
to the Hebrews that it is possible 
for a man to believe: he is lost 
and still neglect to accept: sal- 
vation.

It Bears Testimony That

The book of Romans opens with 
the declaration that Jesus is ‘‘de- 
claredto be the Son of God with 
power, according to the Spirit of 
holiness, by the resurrection from 
the dead” (Rom. 1:4): We see 
Him, the Son of God, with power. 
I memorized this morning that 
beautiful statement as found in 
Psalms 62:11, “God hath’ spoken 
once; twice have I heard this; that 
power belongest unto God.” It 
takes nothing short of the power 
of God to cope with the power 
of death and the grave. 

When Lazarus came forth from 
the grave at the command of thé 
Lord, he was alive but bound. 
Jesus had to. order that he be re- 
leased from his grave clothes. But 
it was not So with the risen Christ. 
No power on earth Or among men 
could hold against the power of 
Heaven. He was not to be held 
by the grave. The empty tomb of 
Jesus containing the. elements of 
the old life shows that One had 
come into the world who was 
stronger than death. Praise God 
there was a Man who could empty 
a grave when men had filled it. 


If you lay imprisoned in some 
great fortress, and one who loved 
you went forth to try to rescue 
you, but fell and died fighting,

Co-operation is a power in evan- 
gelization. We read _ that the 
aposties on the eve of Pentecost 
were in one place, and with one 
accord, and that is one of the es- 
sential elements of soul-saving to- 
day. The professed saint who, in- 
stead of lending his brethren heart 
co-operation in this work, plays 
critic, condemns, distracts, is do- 
ing the Devil's will to a greater 
extent than the vilest sinner. 


“Where two or three are gath- 
ered together in my name, there 
am I in the midst of them” (Matt. 
18:20). Many years ago, at Pine 
Lake, Indiana, we had to watch 
@gainst prairie fires. One day 
when we had burned some brush 
and grass, I carried a pail of 
water, just before. retiring to 
sleep, and poured it over the fire 
until not one spark was visible; 
but I forgot to scatter the sticks. 
Ere the morning broke, I was 
called out of bed. The wind had 
Fisen and stirred the slumbering 
embers into a roaring flame, and 
I found great difficulty in keep- 
ing it from spreading to adjacent 
fuel. I know not what stick had 
the coal which, touched by this 
breath of. air, flashed into a 
fiame. It may have been a larger 
atick, quite as likely a little one; 
mo matter, the material together,

@re wanting.

geem small, but when that is 
brought into touch with the score 
or a hundred of others and the 
@ivine breath blows upon it, the 
revival that fills with a mighty 
sweep a church, and going beyond 
it spreads into the dead, dry tin- 
der of sin-slain souls and converts 
them into glorious life. 

If there is any set of men today 
who need the prayer of their 
brethren and the mercy of God, 
it is men who are not co-operating 
to win souls, for that is essential 
to revival. 

The Results of Such a Revival 

First, the refreshing of the 
saints. “That thy people may re- 
joice in thee” (Psa. 85:6). Oh, 
the joy among God’s sons and 
daughters when the times of re- 
freshing are on! The sweetest 
singing is sung when revival 
reigns; the most effective prayers 
@re poured out in the midst of 
soul-saving. Money comes easy 
when men are being redeemed; 
service is voluntary when revivals 
sweep the churches. 

In any part of the country one 
ef the sad things about ‘bleak 
winter is that birds then So sel- 
dom sing, so rarely do that which 
is their nature. In winter the 
perfume of flowers, fails and fruits 
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are exceeding scarce. But what a 
transformation commences with 
spring! The air is bursting with 
song, laden with perfume. All 
the field is rich in blossoms, prom- 
ise of harvest time, and spring is 
nature’s revival. But sweeter 
than the song of birds is the 
song of saints, and they only sing 
when God’s spirit is saving men 
and refreshing the saved of the 
spiritual drouth. 


In vain we tune our formal 
songs, 
In vain we strive to rise, 
Hosanna’s language on our 
tongues, 
And our devotion dies. 


And if the saints are revived, 
sinners will be saved. I some- 
times see reports in our religious 
papers that certain protracted 
meetings have resulted in a great 
revival to the Church, even though 
no converts were made. That is 
quite impossible. When saints re- 
joice, sinners will be saved. When 
the Church is revived, some sec- 
tion of the world will” be re- 
deemed. When Paul and Silas 
sang, “the prisoners heard them” 
(Acts 16:25) and grew penitent. 
When the Holy Spirit comes upon 
the apostles and disciples, the un- 
regenerate experience a _ Pente- 
cost.

and when the weary watchers saw 
the flying .streamers, they start- 
ed up in hope. As she came 
nearer, the captain stood to the 
bowsprit and shouted through his 
trumpet, “Three more saved, three 
more saved!” The listeners at 
the beach sent the word into the 
streets, ‘Three more _ saved!” 
The people passing there shouted 
it city-centreward, “Three more 
saved!” until New York, Brook- 
lyn, Hoboken, Jersey City and 
every suburban town and hamlet 
heard the news . There was never 


a sweeter message shouted from 
man to man, from street to street, 
from city to city, and it is the 
sweetest message heard in Heav- 
en, more souls saved!
